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London when the laft Earthquake happen'd), that 
he either had no Perception at all concerning him- 
felf and the Ground under him $ or at leaft was £o 
intirely engaged in obferving what he faw and 
heard, that he had no Attention to what he felt. 

N. B. I made this Memorandum immediately af- 
ter afrer converfing with this Robert Shaw 5 and 
therefore I fuppofe it contains a tolerably exacl: 
Account of what he related to me.

Rtad March 15. y NOW fend you the beft Account I 
1749 ' JL am a ^ e °f tne Earthquake which 
was fo generally felt in the City, and round about 
it, on the 8th inftant in the Morning at 5* 40' 
nearly, equal time. 

I was then (landing in my Study, when I heard a 
Koife, at the firft Moment, very like the Explofion 
I heard feveral Years ago, when fome drying and 
Storehoufes of Gunpowder were blown up about 6 
Miles from us: This Noife iflued in a Murmur in 
the Air, Ike diftant Thunder, and ended like a rufh- 
i;.ig \V : "d : There was no perceivable Intar.^-ilcn 
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in the Noife from firft to laft ; it feemcd to come 
from the Weft, and continued about 4" exclufive of 
the Tremor, which lafted fome time after the Noifc 
feemed to have ceafed. I found no Motion of the 
Floor, which is over a Cellar, upon a Level with 
other adjoining Ground-floors 5 but the Doors of my 
Book-PrefTes, at the Weft End of the Room, (hook 
took to and again, and the Rings on the Doors rat- 
tled exceedingly ; but I was not fcnfible of any Mo- 
tion of the other Doors on the Sides of the Room, near 
to fome of which I then ftood. Such of the Fa- 
mily as were in Bed felt their Beds to be raifed up, 
and then {hook from Side to Side. 

A fenfible young Gentleman, who call'd upon me 
that Morning as he came from London, told me, 
that, confidering the Situation his Bed was placed 
in, and the Motion he felt from one Side to ano- 
ther, he coucluded the Shock proceeded from the 
Weft. The fame Obfervatioa, he faid, others had 
made, with whom . he had talked. 

It was univerfally felt here, and very much at the 
following Places around us ; At Merton, about a 
Mile S. W. from us, and at Mitcham, about z 
Miles S. at Croydon, 4, Miles S. fome Tiles fell 
from Houfes ; it greatly alarmed the Inhabitants of 
Streatkam, about a Mie and a half Eaft of us j at 
CTaphatn> two Miles and a* half N. a Chimney, and* 
other Parts of a Building ^fell down 5 at Wandf- 
worth, two M ; les N. W. the Shock was very great 5 
efpecially near the Side of the Thames. It wai feit 
like wife at Epfom, about nine Miles S. W. from us 5 
but how much farther, my Information does net 
fay. 

UfOR 
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Upon Inquiry made of feveral Perfons, who were 
abroad at the time, going to their Work, I cannot 
hear Of any one, who faw any Lightning, perceiv'd 
any Noife, or felt any thing of an Earthquake. 

The States of the Barometer and Thermometer 
were not remarkably different from vvhu they had 
been for feveral preceding Days; however. I have 
added them underneath, and am
